CHICAGO, NOV. ST.—Tho storm which 
preccdorl the jDrcseufc cold snap lioro was 
ono of tJ)0 worst that ever struck this city. 
Tho wind blow a galo, Railro/id traiiic 
was ffroatly delaycil, while tho street car 
companies wero forced to abandon some of 
thoir minor lines, devoting their enerf?ies 
to kecpin.cf the main lines open. Dispatchca 
received liero show tho samo stato of af- 
fairs thronffiiout Illinois. 
Quincy reports 
a howling blizzard, \vith snow fallinfir fast, 
Irappdiufi street and railroad traftic, and 
liimilar reports conio from Peoria, Fair- 
bury and other parts of the state. 


Passenf?ers on tho Calumet 
Electric 
Ptreot railroad were snowbound in a deso- 
late portion of the city, and some of tlieni 
were compelled to remain all of Monday 
niffht in tho cars, beinff .unable to roach 
their homes in South Chicugo. Car No. 
17, which runs over South Cliicafro ave- 
nue, was stalled at 10 o'clock Monday 
Uighu and remained thcro tintil morning 
with ilvo passengers, in addition to the 
motornian and conductor, on board. A 
car of tlio Seventy-iifth street lino shai'cd 
a similar fate near Stony Island avenue, 
as did also a south bound car at South 
Chicago avenue and Ninety-seventh street, 
and another at Sixty-seventh street and 
Vernon avenue. Each of the cars carried 
passengers, who spent the niffht aboard. 


On Lake Michip:au tho sale was very 
severe and tho sea running very hiprh. 
Comparatively few vessels are out at this 
time of year, and it is not expected that 
thcro win ho much loss of life, if any. 


-Abclityo'clock yesterday niornlnii tho 
steamer J. Emery Owen ran aground with 
two consorts, tho schooners Michitran and 
Glencoe. Just how the pilot lost his bear- 
ing is not yec ]vnown,but was undoubtedly 
duo to a bUndinp: snow storm. In all there 
wore between ilfty and seventy-ilvc people 
on boai'd tho three vessels, all of whom 
wero rcscucd.

LOUISVILLK, NOV. 37.—NO loss of lifo has 
be(^n reported as a result of Monday nificht's 
fCale, but mucli dam.ifie was done amoni* 
the Ohio river towns in Kontucky and In- ; 
dianii. 
In Louisvillo several residences ' 
were unroofed, ehinmeys wore leveled and 1 
si^pjs demolished, but across the river the 
damage was moi-e seviire. At Jofferson- 
viUe many barns were wracked, and alonf? 
Front street residences wero unroofed and 
windows blowji in. At Arctic Springs 
Captain HolTman'.s coal fleet was wreekcd 
and t%vo of his doddlers sunk. 
Threo 
Blmnty boats at Port Fulton wero sunk, 
and Captain IhilTy's coal ileet was torn 
from its moorinprs, and tweuty-ilve empty 
boats lost. At iJtica, Ind., tho residence 
of Wjlliam Hooper was demoliBhed, but 
the family escaped injury. A family on 
board a wrecked shanty boat at Utica 
barely cBcapod. At Bird's Eye, Ind., many 
roofs wero blown oiT by tho storm, and at 
Franklin, Ind., tlio wind wrecked tho now 
city hall. 


BUFFALO, Nov. S7.—Tho galo horo has 
subsided. The damage to various kinds 
of j)roporty lias been very great, but no 
fatalities havo occurred. Most of the loss ' 
has been duo to tho high water in the 
harbor, caused by tho prijvailing direction 
of tho wind.

ON TRIAL FOR HER LIFE. 


Sensational Oaflrt of Mrs. Ilowon, Charged 
with Poisoning Libbie Kiiupp. 


"WELLSHOUO. Pa., Nov. 37.—Mrs. Char- 
lotte Howell was put on trial in the county 
court here yesterday, chai-ged with the 
murder of Miss Libblo Knnpp, at Tioga, 
l ist spring. It took until 3 o'clock in tho 
afternoon to select a jury, and then Dis- 
trict Attorney Owlett opened tho ciise, 
outlining the evidence to bo presented for 
the prosecution, which is i)urely circum- 
stantial. 


Tho case is ono of tho stra.ngest in tho 
criminal aunals of Ponnsylv i.iia. IMrs. 
Howoil is a member of a well known New 
York family, and her two brotlit^rs, But- 
ton by name, are aujou.«;, the ^t^'althiost 
merchants of tho metropolis. Sho hjis 
been estranged from them, it is said, sinco 
her marriage with Chauucey liowell, a 
teamster. Tho Howells and Knnpps wero 
neighbors in Tioira, and a warm intimacy 
existed between Mrs. Howoil and Libbie, 
who was 19 years old. Libbie had a lovo 
affair which ended in a parting, and there- 
after sho began to rect ; v unpleasant let- 
ters, which would be T' uud tied to the 
door knob. These bore liiij signature of a 
Tioga yobng man. and jnost of them, it is 
alleged, wero found eai!y in tho morning 
by Mrs. Howoil. 


Last May Libbie was swddonly taken ill, 
and Mrs. Howell took lier to hcu* <iwn 
homo to attend hor. On May 17 she died, 
and subsequently evidvt t OS of poisoning 
were found. Detectives were put on the 
case, and Afrs. Howell was arrested. The 
commonwealth jjroposes to show thiit 
Mrs. Howell wrote all tlie letters, that sho 
wasjoahuH of tho gi'1, and that she ad- 
ministered rat poison.

Tho Loss of Tilfo Will bo Inrroased by 
Starvation TJiis Whiter—IVculiav Keplj^ 
of Turkish Authorities to i\ Privsito Ke- 
qupRt for Information« 


C0^'aTAXTIN0PI.lí:, Nov. S7.—Now that 
matters ficem to bo quieting do\vii again 
horo and in the Asiatic provinces, people 
are beginning to form estimates of tho 
amount of damage done and tho number 
of lives lost during tho recent disturb- 
ances. Well informod Armenians esti- 
mate tho losses through tho events which 
havo just taken place in Anatolia alone at 
i!5O,O:K),OU0 and tho number of victims at 
40,0i)0. Of courso theso iu*o Armenian es- 
timates, but thero seems good reasons for 
believing that tho property destroyod, tho 
number of lives saeriiiced and tho terrible 
outrages committed are far beyond any- 
thing hitherto estimated or described. 


But this is not all. People competent to 
pronounce an opinion upon this stibjoct 
^ say that with the coming of winter there 
I will bo very many more deaths from cx- 
I posure and famino. and that even the 
prompt colleetion of relief funds, food and 
, clothing cannot avert much loss of lifo 
• and great sutTering. Famine is threatened 
in a number of districts, and thero' seemi? 
! to be no way of preventing it. 


Details havo been received hero I'ogard- 
ing the outbreak at Marash on Nov. 19, 
showing that tho maosacres wero of tho 
most terriblo nature. 
The missionaries 
declare that many hundreds of people wero 
killed and that all the school buildings 
were btu'ued to the ground by the rioters. 


A telegram has been rcceivtul here from 
Kharput explaining the manner in which 
tho recent destruccion of American mission 
property occurred. Tho American mission 
buildings at Kluirput wero set on ilro sep- 
arately, according ti) the telegi'aui, in tho 
presence of the soldiers, but; the college 
building was saved. 


The officials ati Tokat havo taken meas- 
ures for the discovery and restoration to 
tho owners of all the articles stolen ro- 
ctmlly in tho different villages, and with 
the exception of a few imimportant inci- 
dents complete quiet prevails throughout 
Marash and vic-inity. 


Tho nomination of Enver Bey as mutes- 
sarif at Constantintjple has produced an 
unfavorable impression, deplorable in tho 
extreme, as tho new oilicial is fanatically 
anci-ChristiaJi and notorious for his ven- 
ality. 


A peculiar reply was recently made by 
tho Turkish oilunals to seven men from 
tho Kharput district, who applied to tho 
Constantinoplo authorities for informa- 
tum about tJio mussacros said to have oc- 
curred there. Tho officials were forced to 
toll them that the outbreaks had been 
most si'rious. When the men expressed a 
hope that thoir families wewe safe, tho offi- 
cials repliud; *'liettor that they should 
have been killed outright than that they 
die of famino," 


Ofiii'ial advices received here report tho 
occurrenco at Aintab of serious trouble 
consequent upon tho Armenians wound- 
ing a soldier ajid four Mussulnuins. 


Tho powers, instead of ordering tiielr 
fleets away frojn Turkish waters, as tho 
sultan earnestly requests, seem to bo de- 
termined upon keeping thom in this vicin- 
ity for an indi*iiniie pi*riod. The navies 
of Great Britain, Russia, Italy, Germany, 
Austria and tho United Status aro well 
reinvsonted. Of coiu*so this is not a "naval 
demonstration." 
Iii is simply the concen- 
tration of the foreign flccis at a port 
agreetl upon, ajjparontly, between 
tho 
powers.

Germen chemists have been experi- 
menting -with Irish peat, and liavo 
securod such remarkable results that 
a syndicate hiis been formed for tho 
manufacture, on a commercial scale, 
of the various products that may bo 
obtained from Ireland's bog lands. 
Ono of these products is an antiseptic 
''wool" for dressing wounds. It pos- 
sesses absorbant 
qualities so great 
that it will soak up nine times its 
weight in moisture. 
The medical de- 
partment of the ¡French army has 
adopted this substitute for lint, and 
12,000 kilograms of it were sent with 
the expeditionary force to Madagascar. 
By a different process of chemical 
treatment the peat is formed into a 
material from which any article re- 
quiring hardness and durability can 
bo produced. 
Tho German syndicate 
has now on exhibition in London in- 
sulators, axle boxes, machinerj^ bear- 
ings, gun stocks, pianoforte logs and 
numerous other things to illustrato 
the possibilities of this new material. 
Peat has been used in this country 
for lining refrigerators and cold stor- 
age rooms and to some extent as a 
covering for steam pipes, because of 
its value as a non-conductor of heat. 
But by these new German processes a 
wide 
field 
ajopears to have been 
opened, in which capital and labor 
may be profitably employed, and the 
Irish peat bogs acquire a value hith- 
erto unknown. 
Ono of the largest 
beds of line peat in this country un- 
derlies the Great Dismal Bwamp of 
Virginia. If the experiments of tho 
German chamisls should ultimately 
result in a largQ utilization of Ireland's 
great deposits, it will not be long be- 
fore somo American chemist deter- 
mines whether Virginia peat can bo 
treated in liko manner and the same 
products be obtained. —Worcester 
(Mass.) Spy.

Beat well and bake in small 
pans. 


Pop-Overs—Four eggs; enough flour 
to make a thin batter; bake quickly 
in cups. 
This is a delicious bread for 
supper or tea. 


Sweet Wafers—Sis eggs, ono pint 
of iiour, two ounces of melted butter, 
one cup of milk, one and one-half

sugar, yeast, salt and lard and butter 
mixed.

utes. 
Cut thom out in small biscuits 
and bako in a moderate oven,

Down they tumble, 
thousands of them, until one wonders 
if there is an unaerground outlet to 
the chimney, which hardly seems lar-^o 
enough to hold them ail. 
Tn a few 
minutes thoy are out of sight. 


After all are in, come a few strag- 
glers who attempt to enter the chim- 
ney also. 
These are driven away by 
the birds inside. 
Then tbo stragglers 
ily up until they reach the spot where 
tho general whirl commenced, and 
they, too, iiy around the circle several 
times and then dive into the chimney. 


There are always a number of curi- 
ous people in front of tho building 
watching the birds. 
One old colored 
man is there every evening. 
He says 
he has watched the birds for several 
years in this great acb of chimney fill- 
ing. iThey always choose a dead chim- 
ney somewhere about the oity for 
their lodging house. 
Last year they 
occupied a large brick chimney on 
Main street.

tricities of spelling than any other, 
but from tho few names given it is 
noticeable that China's greatest river 
is to hereafter be spelled Yangtze and 
not Yangtse. 
Corea is to be spelled 
with a K, namely, Korea, find its cai^i- 
tal is Chemulpho instead of Chemul- 
po, as of old. 
Eussia'ö great penal 
station is Sakhalin, instead of Sakhal- 
len» 
The old name of Blewiiokls, 
which still figures on many charts, is 
is olRoially modernized into Bluefields, 
but perhaps the chango which will 
most interest Americans is the adop- 
tion of the Spanish spelling of Cuba's 
capita], which will hereafter be Ha- 
bana. 
The only official dicta touch- 
ing the 3)istrict of Columbia is tho 
final abandonment of the name Ten- 
nalytown in favor of Tenjey and the 
filing of the j^ume of Twining.
